Priority 

1. The instant application is a divisional of US Ser no 10/230,363 filed August 29, 2002. 
This information has been placed in the first sentence of the specification. 

The instant application takes priority from DE 10142859.3, filed August 31, 2001. The 
certified copy of this application can be found in the parent US Ser No 10/230,363 . 

Reasons for Allowance 

1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art and art ( 
CA:56:73337 , CA:121:9577, US 6,717,008) teaches indenols or ether derivatives which have 
thioethers or sulfoxides or sulfones. 

CA:56:73337 and CA:1 12:35781 teach lH-Inden-l-ols which are thio ethers but they 
have hydrogen for R6 and R6 which are not part of the instant claimed compounds. 

CA: 121:9577 teaches compounds which are sulfones and sulfides attached to a 1H- 
Inden-l-ol. 

US 6,717,008 teaches compounds which are indan-l-ol derivatives of thio ethers but 
there is no alcohol on the indanol (e.g. ether) and the R6 and R8 are hydrogen. 

The prior art does not anticipate or suggest the instant invention as being claimed.
